I have looked into the subject of 
psycho-charapeutics 
somewhat 
and 
have now in my library Brill's Psycho- 
analysis, the usual text of the medti. 
cal profession in this branch of the 
science. I have also side by side with 
this studied faith healing,

the Immanuel 
Movement and 
the 
Christian Science system.

would 
like to offer a friendly and I hope fair 
criticism for whatever* it is worth, of 
the position' taken by the Christian 
Science" Monitor editorial quoted and 
commented on by you in your Satur- 
day's issue.

If we are thinking only of Influenza, 
the emphasis of the article 
is well 
placed, and there are 
hundreds of 
striking examples of tho 
marvelous 
power of mental attitude, and espe- 
cially religious attitude. 
I wonder if 
mything does as much harm in this 
world in the long- run as 
fear 
amJ 
worry. 
Our Christian Science friends 
ha.ve done and are doing, a. notable 
service in their effective emphasis of 
this power of'rlght attitude of mind,— 
a power .the reach of which no man 
knows. 
Theoretically, I am disposed 
to go a very long way in tfelieving that 
a great future is opening up-to the 
race In this direction.
